Banker -Cilbert Peng agrees 
with Al Gees hypothesis， He 
thinks people wanted something 
new_ after Watergate， 了 Peng be- 
lieves that the activism of groups 
like the Chinese American Demo- 
cratic Club helped bring out the 
vote in the Chinatown Commun- 
ity, The club. sent out slate cards 
and Peng feels that many Chinese 
Use slate cards when they get in 
the voting booth . 

CAUTIOUS 

Chinatown Republican leader 
Dennis Wong thinks that the Chi- 
nese vote for Ford and senator- 
elect S.I, Hayakawa reflected the 
cautious _ nature of the Chinese. 
“Watergate affected the election， 
he says，explaining Ford's weak- 
ness overall, “Politicians abused 
their power,”says Wong. He feels 
that the remedy is for people to 
take a more active part in civic 
affairs， 

Assignment editor Vic Lee feels 
that Tunney was able to beat 
Hayakawa in the Japanese Amer- 
ican community， because that 
community was made acutely 
aware of Hayakawa's statements 
about the Telocation， camps， 
Hayakawa said that the Prison 
camps that were set up by the U.S， 
government during World War I 
were，in the long-ran，a good 
thing for the Japanese. Lee doesnt 
believe that these comments 
reached the average “ Chinese 
American voter，

Robert Mendelssohn is a slightly 
different story. He sued to have his 
name listed with the other state 
senate candidates on the ballot in 
the Richmond district and bagged 
nine out of eleven precincts there， 
He failed to sue on the .other 
Chinese American precincts and 
that may be the reason why he lost 
all of those precincts， 

OUTDID 

Both of the Chinese American 
candidates on the ballot outdid 
their opponents in the twenty-two 
Precincts. 

Ben Tom，candidate for the 
Unified School District，came in 
number one in nineteen of the 
Precincts. In some precincts，votes 
for him outnumbered those for 
other candidates by :over two 
times，It seems that many voters 
voted for him and him alone，a 
relatively sophisticated way of 
getting ones choice in. This is seen 
by some as a maturing of the 
Democratic vote in Chinese

American precincts. 

John Yehall Chin, candidate for 
Community College board of 
Trustees， scored outstandingly， 
though not as spectacularly as 
Tom, It was feared，Pprior to the 
election，that his comparatively 
passive previous performance on 
the Board may hurt his chances of 
re-election . 了 However， 让 
apparently has not，especially in 
the Chinese American precincts， 

SURPRISE 

The most surprising discovery in 
this analysis was that both the 
City Proposition 工 (Election of 
Supervisors by District) and the 
state Proposition 14 (Farm Labor 
Law) passed overwhelmingly in 
the Chinese American precincts， 

Proposition T passed in all but 
three of the precincts, Proposition 
14in all but three of the precincts， 

What does all this mean? Hard 
to say. It could mean that Chinese 
American voters in general are 
Democratic and“liberal”，or, is 让 
merely a showing that the 
"liberal” Democratic voter is more 
of a participant than the “others”? 

Pick your pick. Your guess is as 
good as ours.

He was born 
in 1920 to a poor peasant family in 
Shansi province, it said. 

PROEILE 

The article introducing Hua's 
profile，was written by a column- 
ist with the，penname of Ma 
Cha-luo，a Chinese of foreign 
nationaljity. 

S$o far，Chairman Hua's family 
background and past-career，es- 
pecially of his early years, remain 
a mystery to the outside world. 

”Even his age has not been 
confirmed，being given only as 
around 60. 

The article said his family later 
fed from famine-stricken Shansi 
Province to the northern part of 
neighboring Shensi Province. 

Hua was 15 years old when the 
Red Army entered the northern 
part of Shensi Province in 1935 
and he joined the revolutionary 
activities as an able young activist， 
the article said. 

When the new China was born 
in 1949, Hua had already become 
the head of a county in northern 
Shensi at the age of 29, it said. 

SOUTHVWARD 

He jlater took part in' the 
Southward operation of the 
liberation area and moved to 
Hunan Province accompanying 
the operation group. He stayed in 
the Pprovince the following 19 
years, the article said 

Soon after coming to Hunan 
Province, Hua becamie the head of 
Hsiang-yin County and jlater 
Secretary of the party committee

Eligibleforlmport 


WASHINGTON The De- 
partment of Agriculture .an- 
nounced last _ Wednesday that 
meat products from Taiwan w 训 
be eligible for import into the 
United States beginning 
December 5. 

The USDA made the ruling 
after determining that the meat 
inspection system in Taiwan meets 
the standards of the “U.S，meat 
inspection Program ， 

The USDA first announced its 
preliminary determination on 
permitting meat import from 
Taiwan last August，giving .the 
public 30 days to Present com- 
ments on the ruling. 

During the public comment 
period， U.S jlivestock groups 
expressed concern that imports 
fom Taiwan might carry foot:- 
and-mouth and hog cholera
